LONDON, April 30.— The’ shouting 
down of Winston Churchill, by Labor 
members because the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer urged the trade unions to 
discourage the dole habit in Britain was 
a feature of tonight’s continuation; of 
the debate on the budget in the House 
of Commons. . The incident imparted 
liveliness to the discussion,, which was 
already getting into back waters, or 
rather the back benchés. 

Walter Runciman, Liberal, had de- 
nounced the budget as delusive and. dis- 
honorable, since its protective duties 
were in flat contradiction to the pledges 
of Bonar Law and Premier Baldwin.

Dodd.of Kings County prepared &he casé 
for thé Grand Jury and all four were 
indicted for first degree murder. Then‘ 
came confessions, each accusing the 
other of being the principal in the crime, 
in an effort to save himself. 

New York State law, holds that an 
accessory before or after murder: is 
as guilty as the man Cwhose fin- 
ger presséd the trigger of the pistal. 
On Feb. 7, 1924, Morris Diamond was 
Placed on trial before Supreme Court 
Justice James C. Cropsey and a jury 
in the Kings County\Court; charged with 
the murder of William S. Barlow and 
William H. McLaughlin.,. 


Formidable Array of Witnesses. 


District Attorney Dodd had assembléd 
a formidable arsay of witnesses. There 
were men and women who had seen the 
actual slaying, others who had ‘seen the 
murderers’ car speeding from the elé- 
vated stdtion, teamsters. who saw the 
three men abandon the car, bank man- 


agers~who told of the Diamonds deposit- 
ing large’sums of money in their banks 
shortly after the holdup and lastly 
“‘Cheeks’’+ Luciano,. the. informer, 

Luciano told the jury how the crime 
had béen planned, covering his own 
trail by insisting that he had been co- 
erced into the affair by the threats of 
the others, .M 3s. Diamond's confes-— 
sion, made to the detectives who brought 
him back from Cleveland, was intro- 
duced and the jury after deliberating 
less than an hour returned a verdict 
of murder in the first d .

Holds That Klan Bill ‘Opposes the 
Principles of Civil and Re- 
ligious Liberty.’ 


COLUMBUS, Ohio; April 80.—The. 
Buchanan Bible bill, passed at the re- 
cent session of the General Assembly, |! 
to compel daily reading of the Bible in 
all public schools of Ohio, was vetoed 
by Governor Vit Donahey. f 

Contrary to expectations, the Governor 
did not comment on the various factions 
in the Legislature which supported or 
opposed the bill. It: was actively sup- 
ported by Ku Klux Elan members of 
both branches. 

The veto message said “let ,us remem- 
rber that it was the hope and desire for 
religious freedom that inspired the set- 
tling and founding of the United States 
of America, 

“The founders of our ected. having 
in mind their own sacrifices in obtain- 
ing liberty of religious thought and seek- 
ing to hand down to their children this 
hard-earned freedom, unimpaired for all 
time, were careful to write the doctrine 
of separation. of Church and State into 
the Federal Constitution. The makers 
of the Constitution of Ohio did likewise 
and their action was ratified by the peo-

“She probably would have’ been’ so, 
weakened,” the British Ambassador con- 
tinued, ;referring to England, *‘that she 
never could have emerged. victorious 
from the terrific contest of the Napole- 
onic ‘wars. She probably would’ have 
exhausted herself just as Spain ex- 
hausted: herself to hold the Netherlands 
and Southern. Italy, and would have 


been unable.to give her genius and her 
energy the development at home 
which was ‘so rapid and remarkable in 
the nineteenth century,”

Sir Esme described a visit to the York- 
town battle field. ‘“‘Standing there and 
contemplating the. scene, I felt that all 
feeling ‘of bitterness, thank God, -was 
past between us.

FISH FOR ALL TABLES. 

In inviting .Governorg. of coastal 
States from Maine to Texas to send 
representatives to discuss fish conser- 
vation at Washington May 22, Secre- 
tary Hoover says that in thirty years 
the annual shad catch of the Atlan- 
tic Coast has “decreased 37,000,000 
pounds, or 75 per \cent.; the sturgeon 
supply 2,890,000 pounds, or 88, per 
¢ent., and the lobster ‘take 20,000,000 
pounds, or 66 per jeent. Marketable 
fish have ‘become as dear: as beef, 
lamb, veal and pork. The reason is 
not alone to be found in the doubled 
cost of labor, boats and tackle. When 
Mr. Hoover-opens the fish-for-food 
conference he will tell the delegates 
that favorite sea food becomes scarcer 
every year. Demand is far niceanes 
than supply. . 

From.many Atlantic rivers salmon 
has disappeared. The Maine catch. is 
now one-eighth of the total of 1889. 
Who hooks this handsome fish in the 
Housatonic, Thames or Saugatuck 
today? Formerly it was abundant in 
those Connecticut rivers. Thirty years 
ago a Hudson shad of four pounds 
could be bought at Washington Mar- 
ket for 25 cents. In that day the 
ets and poles of fishermen could be 
seen off.

PREVENTABLE ACCIDENTS. 

The“American Railway’ Association 
reports that the)rdilways carried nine 
times® the population of the United 
States during 1924 with fatalities at 
the rate of but one for each 6,314,000. 
The danger is less riding in. express 
trains -than in walking across the 
streets, In this city 963 persons were 
killed by automobiles \last. year, and 
there isa long list of places which: had 
more mo fatalities than the 149 
total killed on. the railways. “Yet there 
is one exception to- the wonderfully 
good and improving safety record of 
the railroads. Grade-crossing fatalities 
are increasing in number, jalthough 
decreasing in proportion to traffic.’ In 
1924 there weré 1,688 fatalities on 
gradé crossings, or 95.4 for each mil- 
lion vehicles.'“In 1920 there were 
1,278 grade-crossing fatalities, or 137.9 
per million vehicles. 

This class is the greatest blemish’ o 
the accident record, and the one bri 
which the railways are least. to blame. 
If drivers insist upon crashing through 
guard gates, and won’t obey signals, 
it is not possible to say tiat the re- 
sults are a railroad affair. «Traffic |- 
trucks and joy riders racé the lotomo- 
tives for the crossing, regardless of 
ithe fact that ont they are off the 
highway and trespassers. Ina sample 
accident a Reading train struck a 
truck which could easily see the train 
for a long distance, and warning 
signal was-loud. The truck driver was 
killed, but so were three others, and 
ten were injured.. Such a truck driver 
is in the class of those who did not 
know it was loaded.’ Chauffeurs. ought 
to adt as though there. were dynamite 
on grade crossings. In the words of 
the last report of the Interstate Com- 
merce. Commission : © 

Derailment of trains as the result of 

collisions ‘between trains and automo- 
biles, with consequent casualtiés to) 
persons on trains, are becoming more 
frequent. In 1922 there were 16: per- 
sons killed and 125 injured on trains 
in accidentg of this kind, compared 
with 3 persons killed- and 50 injured 
in 1921, 

That goes into the railway accident 
record, but the blame belongs else- 
where. There are no deaf locomotive 
engineers, although nearly every State 
licenses deaf chauffeurs.. There are 
no color-blind ‘engineers, but the 
chauffeurs act as if they could not 
\see.a locomotive: Engineers are picked 
and trained and railways are policed 
and signaled as highways are not. 
Yet incompetents are.-licensed as 
chauffeurs. It might help if coroners 
in grade-crossing-accidents should find 
presumptive proof that-the. chauffeurs

In announcing the signature of a 
treaty, of universal and obligatory 
arbitration between Switzerland and 
France, the Journal de Genéve de- 
scribes it ‘as the first of its, kind 
which “ the great neighbor republic ’’ 
vhas ever made “with any.

Automobile Safety Revise 
\Po the Bditor of The New York Times: 

The suggestions of Stanley M. Isaacs 

tor mechanical aids to safety in his letter 
rinted by you on April 22 ,ao hot touch | 
the centre of the problem of ‘safety at all. 
The\trouble in minor as wéll as major. ac- 
eidents is not. with the machine, but with 
the operator in at least’ four out of five 
cases in which it is not due to a pedestrian’s 
carelessness. 

The National Safety Council. found some 
years ago that the utmost ingenuity and 
most lavish expenditure for safety devices 
in industries did not prevent more than one- 
fourth .of the accidents. Fur r reduction 
was not attained until the Workers were 
educated into safety habits; then a marked 
reduction; often.over 50 per cent., took place 
in accidents in those factories where this 
educational work was done. 

The situation is exactly the same with 
automobiles. In the nearly universal stop- 
light, in ‘four-wheel brakes, in. rear-viston 
mirrors and in numerous items giving sure 





mechanical equipment for safety. Its re- 
sults are shown in the fact that since the 
World War motoring accidents have -in- 
creased far less rapifily than the number of 
automobiles In active use. Actual reduction 
of Rétidents will come only by treating! thp 
human factor—the man or. women driving 
the’ car. 

Mr. Isaacs’s proposed mechanical ‘devices 
aré, in my opinion as one who daily drives 
in dense traffic, rather sources of danger 
than of safety. It is ‘not speed but careless- 
ness that causés accidents. Within the past 
week I have twice had to accelerate to: over 
thirty miles:an hour to avoid being hit by 
a careless driver. The foot-operated .ac- 
celerator, to which Mr. Isaacs’ objects, is 
@ safety device in that it insures’ that at 
least one hand is always free for steering. 
I speak from experience here, as [ drove 
steam cars with hand throftle only for four 
years. I have yet to come across any bona- 
‘fide case of an accident due to stepping on 
the accelerator instead of the brake; yet <I

Ruther thereupon threatened to~ break 
me financially, which he has partially 
succeeded doing. The methods employed: 


against the .independents”’ are killing 
their credit wherever possible, getting 
business from them. by offering ridicu- 
lously low rates for a short time and 
actual intimidation -of drivers.’’

MEXICO WILL RETURN 
-JALAPA LIGHT PLANT 


Foreign Office Note Defends Seiz- 
ure, but Say Property Will Be 
Handed Back to Owners. 


MEXICO CITY, April 30 (Associated 
Press).—Thé Foreign Office in a note to 
American Ambassador Sheffield today 
sustained the action of authorities of 
the State of Vera Cruz in seizing the 
electric light and power plant at Jalapa, 
which is owned by the Higgins Estate, 
Inc., of New York. 

The Foreign Office note presents state- 
ments which virtually deny in their en- 
tirety the charges against the authori- 
ties: which William K. Boone, American 
manager of the plant, made to the Am- 
bassador. _Boone left for the United 
States soon after the plant was taken 
by State officials, acting under orders of 
Governor Jara. 

The Ambassador's protest was made 
an April 16-after the Government had 
taken the plant to settle. a conflict be- 
tween the ‘company and _ striking em- } 
ployes as a result of which the eity had 
been deprived of iight and power. The 
protest, -while -friendly, was construed 
by some owners and managers of for- 
eign properties: in Mexico as a test case 
of their rights. 

The Foreign Office note today, quot- 
ing reports of .Governor ‘Jara of Vera 
Cruz and of a commission of Jalapa 
workmén, déclares “that? the ‘Govern- 
S|} ment’s temporary taking of thé property 
was justified because Boone left without 
naming a successor and the State could 
not permit the abandonment of the pub- 
lie service plant. Referring to réports 
that Boone’s life was in danger, the note 
said that he could have. requested pro- 
tection of the Federal ‘Government ‘if: 
he thought his life was threatened. The 
note expressed the opinion that Boone 
could have reached a compromise with 
the .striking workmen, who had de- 
manded wage increases of 150 per cent., 
if he had explained to the.

will be necessary. .The rise of the call 
money rate to 4% per cent. late in the 
day attracted some attention and seemed 
to cause surprise. The Stock Exchange 
ought by, this time\to have learned that 
changes in the rate on this kind of loans 
are entirely without significance as a 
reflection of the general mioney situa- 
tion. 

The New York Associated Banks, hav- 
ing reported a fairly substantial sur- 
plus reserve last Saturday, have it 
quite in their power to restore the def- 
icit At the end of the week, merely. by 
allowing: credits at the Reserve Bank 
to run out. That bank’s weekly state- 
mént yesterday showed reduction of 
$21,500,000, in rediscounts and of $10,- 
900,000 im member: banks’ reserves, In 
the full return of ail the Reserve banks 
outstanding note circulation went to the 
low point of the year and the lowest 
since 1917. As indicating the ability 
of the Federal Reserve to spare the 
$200,000,000. gold on which it has given 
an option to the British Government, it 
is worth noticing that the system’s pres- 
ent cash reserve (almost entirely gold) 
is now7$1,644,000,000 above the law’s 
requirement. 

Yesterday’s Bank of England atate- 
ment showed the first’ distinct change 
of financial arrangements under the 
gold-resumption. policy. As had been 
foreshadowed in Tuesday’s speech of 
the- Chancellor of the Exchequer, the 
£27,000,000 gold held in the ‘tredemption 
account’’ of the currency notes is trans- 
ferred to the Bank, whose report of 
gold coin and bullion holdings increases 
accordingly. This adds nothing, how- 
ever, to the reservé,in the banking de- 
partment, -which in fact shows _a de- 
crease. The increased Holdings of gold 
have been at. once ‘offset by a corre- 
sponding increase in notes put out by 
the issue department, and presumably 
delivered to: the currency notes account. 
‘When the currency note reserve was 
established, the transfer of gold from 
the Bank of England affected both the 
Bank’s stock of gold and its banking 
reserve; in the first nine weeks of 1915, 
when gold holdings increased £8,000,000 
in the redemption account and decreased 
£8,500,000 at the Bank of Mngland, the 
Bank’s note circulation did not decrease 
equivalently but its reserve declined 
£8,000,000. . Presumably, . the ‘different 
policy now pursued is occasioned by, the 
fact that arbitrary increase in the re- 
sérve,on which the Bank of England’s 
loans “are based would interfere with 
the high money rate which is deemed 
essential to the maintenance of ster- 
ling’s value. .: 

For other reasons, the statement of 
the Bank of France caused interest. 
The increase of 387,500,000 francs in 
note circulation for the week would nat- 
urally have accompanied increase of 
538,000,000 in discounts and 550,000,000 
in loans. to the Government. That does 
not necessarily mean relinquishment of 
restraint on note expansion; for this is 
a “month-end settlement wéek’’ in 
which both market and Government are 
always large borrowers. Inthe corre- 
sponding week a year-ago loans-to the 
State increased 300,000,000 francs and 
note issues 200,000,000, but a, fortnight 
later both items were back \to their pre- 
vious figure:
